Columbus, O., June 23.—As a re- 


sult of the failure of the Osborn 
Dank at Osborn, O., an action will be 
brought at once to test the double 
liability amendment adopted by an 
overwhelming majority at the elec- 
tion held last September. 
This was 


decided on today at a conference be- 
tween Governor Cox, Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan and State Bank Superin- 
tendent Lattaner. 


The question to 
be 
decided 
is 


•whether the amendment went into 
effect automatically January 1, 1913, 
or whether it will be necessary for 
the legislature to pass a law to make 
it effective. 
The state banking de- 


partment, Superintendent Lattaner 
announced, will make no effort to 
enforce the double liability feature 
of the state banking law so as to 
make good the losses to depositors 
of the Osborn bank. 
The 
amendment 
in 
question, 


which is section 3, of article 13, 
reads in part 
as 
follows: 
"Dues 


from private corporations shall be 
secured by such means as may be 
prescribed by law, but, in no case 
shall any stockholder be individually 
liable otherwise, than for the un- 
paid stock owned by him or her; ex- 
cept that stockholders of corpora- 
tions, authorized to receive money 
on deposit shall be held individual- 
ly responsible, equally and ratably 
and not for all contracts, debts and 
engagements of such corporation to 
be the extent of the amount of their 
stock therein at par value thereof in 
addition to the amount invested in 
such shares." 


The 
attorney 
general's 
depart- 


ment began work on the case this 
morning. 
It is the opinion of sev- 


eral legal minds in the state that 
the amendment is self .executing.

The 
quicker means of reaching the flre 
is really of more value in the smaller 
cities than in the larger, where there 
are a large number of companies. 


Newark right now is facing the 


necessity of purchasing a new team 
for its ladder truck. This means an 
expenditure 
of $400 to $600 and 


will increase the efficiency of the de- 
partment a very small margin. 
In 


a few years, the ladder truck will 
have to be replaced with a new and 
more modern vehicle, if for no other 
reason than that the ladders on the 
present truck are so badly worn that 
they are dangerous.

business «nay be aided in meeting 
tariff revision, President Wilson for 
the second time went to the House 
o.f Representatives today and person- 
ally read hi* address of the subject 
to both houses of congress assem- 
bled in joint session. 


Although short 
of some 
of the 


novelty that attended his first ap- 
pearance, when he upset precedential 
traditions of more than a century, 
today's visit of the president to con- 
gress took on a deeper significance. 
On his first visit he delivered a mes- 
sage long anticipated urging the car- 
rying out of the party's pledges for 
immediate revision of the tariff. 


His address today was an appeal 


to every member of the house and 
senate to lay aside personal consid- 
erations and sacrifice 
comfort and 


even health if necessary to secure 
at once a revision and reform of the

try secure the benefit of tariff re- 
vision. 


"It is perfectly clear that it is our

But there aro occasions of 


public duty when these things which 
touch us prlvnlely seem very amnll. 
when the work to be done is so press- 
Ing and ii» fraught with big conse- 
quence that we know thut we nre not 
at IHwrty to weigh against It nny point 
of personal sacrifice. 
We ar« now in 


th* presence of such an occasion. It 
Is absolutely Imperative that we should 


on every band when others have the 
keys of credit In their pockets and 
treat them as all but their own pri 
vate possession? It Is perfectly clear 
that it is our duty to supply the new 
banking and currency system the conn 
try needs and that It will Immediately 
need It more than ever. 


Need of Currency Change*. 


The only question. When shall we 


supply it—now or later, after the de 
mands shall have becom* reproaches 
that we were so dull and so slow? 
Shall we hasten to change the tariO 
laws and then be laggards about mak- 
ing it possible and easy for the coun- 
try to take advantage of the change? 
There can be only one answer to that 
question. 
We must act now, at what- 


ever sacrifice to ourselves. 
It Is a 


duty which the circumstances forbid 
us to postpone. 
I should be recreant 


to my deepest convictions of public ob- 
ligations did I not press It upon you 
with solemn and urgent Insistence. 


The principles upon which we should 


act are also clear. 
The conntry has 


sought and seen Its path In this mat- 
ter within the last few years—sees It 
more clearly now than It ever saw It 
before—much more clearly than when 
the last legislative proposals on the 
subject were made. 
We must hnve 


a currency, not rigid, as now. but read 
lly, elastically responsive to sound 
credit, the expanding and contracting 
credits of everyday transactions, the 
normal ebb and flow of personal and 
corporate dealings 
Our banking laws 


must mobilize reserves, must not per- 
mit the concentration anywhere in n 
few hands of the monetary resources 
of the country or their use for specula- 
tive purposes in such volume as to 
hinder or impede or stand In the way 
of other more legitimate, more fruit- 
ful uses. 
And the control of the sys 


t*.-m of banking and of Issue which our 
new laws are to set up must be public, 
not private; must be vested In the gov- 
ernment itself, so that the banks may 
be tho instruments, not the masters, of 
business and of Individual enterprise 
and initiative. 


Committee Ready to Report, 


The committees of the congress to 


which legislation of this character is 
referred have devoted careful and dis- 
passionate study to the means of ac- 
complishing these objects. They have 
honored me by consulting me. ' They 
nro ready to suggest action. 
I have 


como to you, as the head of the gov- 
ernment and the responsible leader of 
tho party in power, to urge action now, 
while there Is time to serve the coun- 
try deliberately anil as we should, In a 
clear air of common counsel. 


I appeal to you with * deep convic- 


tion of duty. I believe that yon share 
this conviction. 
I therefore appeal to 


yon with confidence. I am at your 
service without reserve to play my 
part In nny way yon may call upon me 
to play it in this grent enterprise of 
o:<is{otit reform which It will dignify 
and distinguish n* to perform and dis- 
credit us to neglect.

nothing, could be avoided and some 
tangible results reached. 


1 am moved to make this assertion 


after watching the committee inves 
tigating the lobby in Washington 
It 


will take days and weeks to digest: 
the va-*t amount of irrelevant toil 
niony which ha-; been submitted. The 
lawyers on the committee know that 
they are going far outside of the do- 
main which would be permitted In a 
court of law and yet they will defy all 
legal restraints in asking all kinds of 
questions of every witness. 


"Dry Hauls" the Results. 


As a consequence "dry hauls" are 


the result. 
From actual lobbyists, 


those who ronke n business of influenc- 
ing legislation. -4he present committee 
hns gone into the domain of newspa- 
per Influence, public opinion as exert- 
ed through the press and the periodi- 
cals. Of course it is known that news 
papers print Just what the editors de- 
cree shall be printed, no matter wheth- 
er the rending matter Is furnished free 
or is paid for by the papers. And yet 
much time has been taken by this lob- 
by committee to find out If the press 
uses undue Influence.

June 22.—Our City 
is once more hon- 
ored by a vblt 
from Pastor Rus- 
sell. He never falls 
of good audiences. 
We report one of 
bis addresses, 
wbicb probes deep- 
ly a topic of vital 
interest to thought- 
ful people — How 
may sinners come 
I n t o relationship 


witb God? His text was. "We have an 
Advocate wltb the Father, Jesus Christ 
*J*e Righteous."—! John 2:1. 
i impressively the Pastor reminded us 
that humanity Is so constituted as to 
bave a longing for things infinite—a 
desire for a God and for superhuman 
care and guidance, especially in life's 
difficulties. He declared tbat, phreno- 
loglcally. veneration and spirituality 
are located In the crown of the head, 
as though Indicating tbat tbey, proper- 
ly, should dominate tbe entire being. 
Notwithstanding 
tbe 
fall, 
which 


brought to our race impairment of 
mind, as well as body, and unbalance 
of natural qualities, with tbe majority 
these high functions none the less per- 
sfct. 
t Man 
still 
worships, 
reverences, 


adores, however much his impaired 
judgment at times misleads him into 
worshiping unworthily—a sculptured 
stone, an Image, an idol, a creed, a 
nusband, a wife and children. Under 
the guidance of the Divine Word. 
Christians realize that tbe one great 
object of worship Is Jehovah God. 
through His Son, our Lord Jesus Christ 
! The Pastor asserted, backed by the 
Scriptural statement, that Satan, man's 
great foe. God's great enemy, not yet 
bound, has in various frays attempted 
to mislead us. to separate ns from 
•God and from the Bible, and propor- 
tionately to darken our understandings 
with bnman traditions, creeds, super- 
stitions. In the light of our wonderful 
day. however, human Intelligence is re- 
belling. God's time has come for the 
binding of Satan and tbe liberation of 
liis prisoners. God Is answering the 
prayers of His faithful people.

i The moment we begin to exercise our 
reasoning 
faculties, the 
Adversary 


seems to redouble bis energies to bold 
us back from the Truth. As St Paul 
pointed out he IB an adept at putting 
darkness for light and light for dark- 
ness. And when his dupes begin to 
think and inquire, bis method seems to 
be to pose as a reformer, that he may 
mislead, carrying us past the truth 
Into human wisdom, theories, specula- 
tion, or into occult systems. 
Thus 


many today, tbe Pastor declared, have 
stepped out of Ignorance and supersti- 
tion, merely to be entrapped by other 
superstitions, or by Agnosticism. Evo- 
lution. Higher Criticism. He urged bis 
bearers to be on guard and bold fast the 
Word, which is able to make us wise 
unto salvation.—2 Timothy 3:15. 


The trend of modern tboncht is nwnv 


from tbe Bible, away from tbe thought 
of personal sin, personal condemna- 
tion, a personal Redeemer and a per- 
sonal salvation. 
The tendency is to 


think of and discuss civic righteous- 
ness, outward moralities, political prog- 
ress—In general, a social salvation, to 
bo accomplished by moral and intellect- 
ual forces. The Pastor would not be 
understood as opposing any humanita- 
rian work. He declared that even un- 
wise efforts sometimes prove beneficial 
to their movers, though failures in 
themselves, on the principle that no 
man can attempt a good work for an- 
other who will not himself be blessed 
by his own efforts. 


A P«r»o«*»l Qod and Savior. 


Higher Criticism, through the col- 


leges, not only has undermined the 
Word of God. but in many Instances 
bns destroyed faith In a personal Crea- 
tor, and has abolished the thought of 
tl:o soul's need of a personal Savior, 
In tbe Biblical sense. 
Hence today 


many will pose as Christians and de- 
clare their faith in an Impersonal God— 
a "nature" god—whatever tbat may be. _ 
Blmllnrly, tbe highest concept of tbeee 
respecting Jesus is that He was a 
great Teacher, witb un uplifting, civ- 
ilizing message. 


All this is quite unblblical. unsatis 


factory to the hungry soul—chaff. We 
need to get back to the Bible. We need 
Its declaration of a God of Wisdom, 
Justice. Love and Power infinite: a 
God of sympathy, who has taken notice 
of human woe, sorrow, pain, sin. death, 
and who has "heard the groaning of 
the prisoners"—Adam and his children, 


t •> need the Bible presentation of 


tbe fact that God can have no sympa- 
thy with sin. and can have no dealings 
with sinners in tbe way of recognizing 
them. We need to see the Justice of 
me penalty tne Bible tells—so differ- 
ent from the penalty set before us in 
the creeds of a darker past We need 
to see tbat the sentence is a Just one, 
ere we can appreciate the Justice of 
tbe Judge in pronouncing the sentence, 
"Dying, thou shalt die." 


But even to get the proper concep- 


tion of God's Justice, by seeing that 
the death penalty, and not a torture 
penalty, was pronounced, is Insuffl- 
tlent. We need to see something of 
the Love of God, said the Pastor. "In 
this was manifest the love of God 
toward us. because thfit God sent His 
Only Begotten Son into the world, that 
we might live through Him." Thus we 
see Jesus at His First Advent begin- 
ning tbe fulfilling of God's Promise for 
the blessing of humanity. We note 
His obedience, self-sacrifice, 
loyalty 


to the Father, faithfulness udto denth, 
"even the death of the cross." We 
behold His exaltation by the Father— 
His ascension up to where He was be- 
fore—at the right hand of God. And 
we note that He has now still higher 
glories than He had befor^ He came 
into the world—the Father's reward 
for His loyal obedience; as St Paul ex- 
ilalns, "Wherefore God also hatb high- 
fe- exalted Him."—Phlllppians 2:9. 


From Jesus' lips we hear tbe Mes- 


|\ge of the Kingdom—that God in- 
tends that ultimately Messiah shall be- 
:ome the great King of earth, author- 
ized to lift up mankind from sin and 
degradation, and to restore all the will- 
ing and obedient to human perfection 
In a world-wide Eden.

tbe Gospel invitation to all believers 
in Jesus. The invitation is to become 
Joint-heirs In that Kingdom which is to 
bless the world.

•nd Body, will bless and uplift man- 
kind; but It 1» quite another matter to 
know bow to come to God, bow to get 
Into this Church class. Tbe general 
thought Is, I will go to some church— 
I will see God there 
But alas! God 


Is not to be found in every churcb. 
Nay, 
we cannot even say that every 


professed minister of Christ Is able to 
point tbe longing Inquirer tbe true way 
to fellowship and harmony witb Je- 
bovab. 


Alas, too often it is tbe ease tbat min- 


isters have no knowledge of this way 
—bave never come to God themselves! 
Alas, too many will be found full of 
forms and ceremonies, and some full of 
hypocrisies, and some full of supersti- 
tion! It is no wonder, therefore, that 
many have gong to churcb wltb a hun- 
ger for God. and a desire to be taken 
Into His family, who bave returned to 
their homes discouraged, and doubtful 
as respects all religion. 


In some Instances, they will try an- 


otber church of another denomination 
—possibly finding themselves merely 
entertained by a talented choir, singing 
words not understood, or Bearing an 
eloquent dissertation on politics, sci- 
ence or evolution. Often such conclude 
tbat their soul-hunger for God and 
Truth and knowledge was abnormal, 
that they bad better not mention the 
matter for fear of being thought fa- 
natical. 
Others in turn explain that 


they bave sought ministers and asked 
the W«T to God. and bad been merely 
joked with and turned aside from fur- 
ther serious thought. 


The Pastor declared himself not re- 


sponsible for any one but himself, yet 
he realized that this meant a greater 
responsibility than that of any minis- 
ter in tbe world—because through his 
published sermons be comes in contact 
weekly with about twelve millions of 
intelligent thinking people. This was 
his reason for tbe topic of today. He 
was anxious to lend a helping hand, 
orally or by bia pen. to all within his 
reach. And be invited correspondence 
from sucb. 


"The Way, th« Truth, th* Life." 


I must tell you plainly, said the Pas- 


tor, tbat Jehovah God is a great King 
above all kings, as the Bible declares. 
You well know that, even if granted 
an audience with an eartbly king, it 
would be after some one bad intro- 
duced you as worthy and after you 
bad made preparation in the way of a 
special outfit of clothing whose cut and 
quality would be determined for you. 
Should we expect to rusb wildly into 
tbe presence of the great Ruler of the 
Universe, even if we were perfect, 
even if we were in covenant relation- 
ship with Him? 


If the holy angels may appropriate- 


ly veil their faces In the Divine Pres- 
ence, crying. Holy, holy, holy, should 
mortals rush In where angels fear to 
tread? Further, we are Imperfect sin- 
ful—still worse, we are under a Divine 
sentence, or curse, which declares that 
we are unworthy of God's favor, fel 
lowshlp or blessing^ and are cut off 
therefrom. 
How shall we overcome 


sucb barriers? 


At first it would seem to be a hope- 


less case. But the King of kings Is 
very gracious, and has sent a Message 
declaring His sympathy. He has point- 
ed us to the Lamb of God and His 
sacrifice for our sins, and has declar- 
ed to us His willingness to receive us 
through this One. 
He will be the 


Mediator between God and the world 
of mankind in due time, during tbe 
thousand year period of His Messianic 
Reign.—1 Timothy 2:4-6. 


We might wait and have the benefit 


of that general dealing In which the 
Mediator will cancel all the claims of 
Justice against tbe race and deal with 
all mankind according to their condi- 
tions of weakness or strength of char- 
acter. But we want to approach now, 
and especially since we have h»sard 
that Ood Is willing, and thnt thp nn«»- 
clal call is for a special class, to be- 
come the Bride, joint heirs wltb tbe Re- 
deemer.
